Political Spampaign 


Unsolicited campaign text messages are blowing up phones all over town, and it might get worse as the election approaches.

Political campaigns for the June 
election have opened a can of spam on 
smartphones all over San Francisco. Piles 
of political mailers are already beginning 
to clog mailboxes, but now campaigns 
have a new tool to sway voters — bulk, 
mass text messages are being sent to reg- 
istered San Francisco voters who never 
signed up to receive them. 

SF Weekly can confirm that at least 
two candidates for mayor in the June 5 
primary sent out mass texts to voters 
last week, as did one candidate for 
supervisor in the Nov. 6 election. The 
Yes on F (city-funded attorneys for 
evicted tenants) campaign sent a spam 
text last Wednesday. A Proposition G 
school parcel tax message was also dis- 
patched, but it was unclear whether it 
was from supporters or opponents. 

That’s five campaigns that sent text 
spam just last week, and the primary is 
still eight weeks away. Plus they’re al- 
ready spamming us for the November 
election. 

Board of Supervisors President 
London Breed’s mayoral campaign 
sent out a bulk text last week reading, 
“Tm a volunteer with London Breed 
for Mayor. I just found out Supervisor 
Breed is hosting a meet & greet on 
Sunday afternoon in Noe Valley. Want 
to join us? :)” 

Breed’s campaign acknowledged to 
SF Weekly that they sent these texts. 

Angela Alioto’s campaign also sent 
an April 3 message saying, “This is 
Angela Alioto candidate for Mayor. 
Reaching out to you for the first time 
on opening day, GO GIANTS!” followed 
by a link to her website. 

To the Alioto campaign’s credit, 
their text at least explained how to 
unsubscribe. 

District 2 Supervisor candidate 
Nick Josefowitz’s campaign is also 
spamming out texts for his November 
race. 

“My name’s Mack. Nick Josefowitz, 
who’s running for District 2 Supervi- 
sor, will be in your neighborhood on 
Tuesday, April 10,” said a mass text 
from the campaign. “Your neighbor 
Micah is hosting a conversation with 
Nick about rising crime, congestion, 
homelessness & cost of living. Should 
be fun & interesting.” That message 
was followed by two party popper 
emoji. 

Parenthetically, we should note that 
crime, congestion, homelessness, and 
cost of living are not “fun” topics. 

Josefowitz affirmed his campaign's 
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involvement. “Both of these people are 
real and this is from my campaign,” 
Josefowitz tells SF Weekly. “Mack is 

a volunteer and Micah is a supporter 
throwing a house party. The voter in- 
formation is publicly available. We’ve 
found that people prefer to get a text 
message from a volunteer rather than 
a phone call.” 

But these candidates may be mis- 
calculating the efficacy of texting vot- 
ers. ‘I am sufficiently annoyed that I 
won't vote for anyone who spam texts 
me, says a San Francisco voter named 
Sherri. Adding to the discourse is that 
some texts were addressed to wrong 
names, and the messages were sent at 
the height of the Facebook scandals 
involving election interference and 
misuse of personal information. 

“T would personally never advise a 
campaign to send texts where it’s not 
clear the recipient signed up to receive 
texts from the campaign,” says Liz 
Mair, president of the D.C. political 
consulting firm Mair Strategies. “Peo- 
ple tend to get really pissed off about 
receiving unwanted texts,” she tells SF 
Weekly, noting this generates a special 
form of hate among voters who don’t 
have unlimited text plans. 

“As a candidate, you do not want to 
get on the radar of a voter who didn’t 
know about you before by pissing 
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them off,” Mair says. “And this is a 
very good way to do it.” 

This robotexting strategy, sadly, 
is perfectly legal. “The state elections 
code allows campaigns, journalists, 
other government agencies, and those 
who are doing scholarly research to 
obtain what we call the Master Voter 
File,” San Francisco Department of 
Elections Director John Arntz tells SF 
Weekly. “The Master Voter File might 
include phone numbers if someone 
included the phone number on their 
registration affadavit. 

“It’s an optional field,” he adds. 

To unsubscribe from these messag- 
es, the Federal Trade Commission ad- 
vises, “If you are an AT&T, T-Mobile, 
Verizon, Sprint, or Bell subscriber, 
you can report spam texts to your car- 
rier by copying the original message 
and forwarding it to the number 7726 
(SPAM), free of charge.” 

But, you'll probably be playing 
whack-a-mole. Each different cam- 
paign may be working from a different 
contact list, and the information may 
or may not have come from voter reg- 
istration rolls. 

“We know from cross-referencing 
calls to voters that we’re not the only 
source of information that campaigns 
are getting phone numbers,” Arntz 
says. ‘When we get a call from a voter

saying ‘I just got this text, we'll go 
online and look, and the phone num- 
ber that we have won't match their 
cell phone number — or we have no 
phone number on file at all for that 
voter.” 

Campaigns can buy personal in- 
formation from all sorts of online 
personal data merchants, not just 
election records. “It’s very easy to get 
people’s cell information,” Mair says. 

SF Weekly did not find any pat- 
terns in different campaigns’ texting, 
indicating that they may be working 
from different lists. And while many 
texts claimed to be sent by campaign 
volunteers, they weren't dispatched 
from real peoples’ phones. We called 
the phone numbers from which these 
texts came, only to get the standard 
“The number or code you have dialed 
is incorrect,” or “We're sorry, an appli- 
cation error has occurred.” There’s not 
much public accountability on where 
these messages are coming from. 

To complicate things further, many 
of the exact same texts were sent 
from different, anonymous phone 
numbers. These are the practices of 
a new text spamming industry that 
describes itself as “P2P Texting,” 
“text-message marketing,” or a “vital 
communications strategy for its wide 
reach, simplicity, and the scope of 
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scalable personalized conversations.” 
Many voters describe it as “an unwel- 
come pain in the ass.” 

Lawmakers did pass strict, sweep- 
ing laws against spamming in their 
landmark 1991 Telephone Consumer 
Protection Act (TCPA) and the 2003 
CAN-SPAM Act. But they wrote these 
laws so that the laws don’t apply to 
them. 

The CAN-SPAM Act outlawed 
unsolicited spam, but exempted 
non-commercial spamming by po- 
litical organizations (e.g., election 
campaigns). The TCPA cracks down 
on “automatic dialing systems,” but 
creates a loophole by which campaign 
workers can send countless thou- 
sands of messages with apps that 
use “spoofed” or untrackable phone 
numbers. That way, the sender doesn’t 
have to deal with the inevitable angry 
responses. 

You can’t control which sleazy mar- 
keters are currently selling your old 
(or new!) data. But you can control 
whether your smartphone number is 
accessible via voter roll searches. 

The Department of Elections does 
not advise removing your phone num- 
ber from its database. “If people re- 
move their phone numbers from their 
registration information, if there’s 
any issue with their vote-by-mail 
ballot or if there’s something we need 
to contact them about, we don’t have 
that information,” Arntz says. 

“So we can only rely on snail mail,” 
he continues. “We really don’t want 
people to take their phone numbers 
off their registration record just to 
stop campaigns from contacting 
them, because it may not be the 
source that campaigns are using to get 
the phone number.” 

Further, you can’t change your reg- 
istration information online via 
SFElections.org. As Arntz recom- 
mends, “Email is best, we have a re- 
cord that way.” That email is SFVote@ 
sfgov.org. 

These mass texts are likely to 
become even more frequent in a dou- 
ble-election year, because the very 
lawmakers who might regulate the 
practice are the same lawmakers who 
love it as a cheap voter-engagement 
strategy. So as the June and Novem- 
ber elections approach, your push no- 
tifications from pandering politicians 
might push you over the edge.

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How Church Street Became a Retail Wasteland

When the building that housed 
Aardvark Books went up for sale in Sep- 
tember, threatening its future, an un- 
usual thing happened. The property 
owner, reportedly surprised by an out- 
pouring of support for the independent 
bookstore, pulled the listing and decided 
to stay. The 40-year-old Aardvark and its 
famous orange tabby, Owen, will remain 
open for the foreseeable future — but its 
challenges aren’t over yet. Multiple store 
closures in the area of Church and Mar- 
ket streets now threaten its viability. 

In what was once a thriving neigh- 
borhood, a block between Market 
and 15th streets now has at least 10 
empty storefronts, some of which 
have sat empty for years. Neighboring 
merchants point to the February 2016 
closure of Sparky’s — a 24-hour diner 
that sat at 242 Church St. before itw 
owner stopped paying rent — as the 
first domino in that chain that led to 
the January closure of Snowbright 
Launderette around the corner on 
14th Street. 

Other businesses to leave the 
area since Sparky’s departure include 
Church Street Flowers, Chilango, 
Azteca Taqueria, and Crepevine — all 
after reported lease issues from a new 
landlord. Jeweler and crystak shop 
Karizma managed to relocate to 262 
Church St., Photoworks moved a cou- 
ple blocks west to 2279 Market St., 
and The Apothecarium moved to 2029 
Market St. upon required retrofitting. 

Longtime Aardvark employee Da- 
vid Lugen has noticed fewer customers 
since the closures began. Managers at 
Church Street Cafe, Miyabi Sushi, and 
Church Street Groceteria also report 
a noticeable decline in foot traffic and 
sales. 

“There’s just fewer people coming 
into the neighborhood because there’s 
fewer things to do in the neighbor- 
hood,” Lugen says. “I don’t ever re- 
member seeing a vacancy in the Cas- 
tro — this is a fairly new thing.” 

Fiat Lux owners Marie McCar- 
thy and Alexei Angelides say they 
packed up from their small Church 
Street location in October 2016 due 
to turbulent management. After the 
building was sold, they were refused 
a lease, and instead operated month- 
to-month. The situation was made 
more volatile when they heard that 
neighbors like Church Street Flowers, 
who also wanted a lease, were given a 
dramatic rent increase.

if you don’t know how long you're go- 
ing to be in the space,’ McCarthy says. 
“We had enough of this impersonal 
harsh treatment and decided it was 
time for us to go as well.” 

Many people have pointed fingers 
at Veritas Investments — which 
owns 48 buildings with retail space 
citywide, according to Asset Manager 
Justine Shoemaker — for buying up 
buildings in the area that now house 
empty storefronts. The company 
brought the popular Verve Coffee 
Roasters to 2101 Market St. in Feb- 
ruary 2017 after Veo Optics moved to 
Valencia Street. 

Veritas had a chance to hear con- 
cerns during a community meeting 
in January, but their response didn’t 
immediately lift neighborhood mo- 
rale. Still, the corporation maintains 
that businesses are coming soon after 
soft-story retrofit and general permit- 
ting delays. 

“Much of this is coincidental,” says 
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Santino DeRose, who has been leasing 
some Veritas properties through De- 
Rose & Appelbaum. “It is a very active 
intersection, and although we have 
some inactive spaces at the moment, 
there is a lot happening that will soon 
result in a very exciting area of town.” 

According to Shoemaker, fitness 
studio The Boombox is expected to 
open at 2109 Market St. in 30 days, 
North Beach’s Il Casaro Pizzeria 
is opening another restaurant at 
237 Church St. by the end of May, 
and a realty office is coming to the 
long-shuttered 2095 Market St. with- 
in the next two months. By the end 
of April, the former Church Street 
Flowers location at 212 Church St. 
will function as a pop-up gallery space 
until a long-term tenant is found. 

In the meantime, Veritas is actively 
marketing the locations of Sparky’s 
and Crepevine. A retrofit at the build- 
ing that housed Photoworks, Rikkers 
Liquor, and The Apothecarium was

completed in December, opening 
those spaces up for a show as well. 
Either way, Veritas has shown that 
it’s invested in the neighborhood and 
eager to fill the empty spaces with the 
right retailers. 

“I think it’s really important to say 
for Veritas [that] rent isn’t our prima- 
ry focus,” Shoemaker says. 

In response to concerns about 
safety and blight that come with emp- 
ty property, Veritas hired a security 
company to patrol the area. But a man 
dressed in all black, outfitted with 
weapons and operating out of a small 
office next to the former Crepevine, 
has hardly been a warm and welcom- 
ing addition to the area — especially 
with a name like Legion Corporation, 
represented by what Lugen says is a 
fascist-looking logo. 

Regardless of the promised busi- 
nesses, Hank Lim, owner of Church 
Street Cafe, wants the Board of Super- 
visors to implement a plan to end tax 


write-offs for spaces that are vacant 
for more than six months or one year. 
The longer a business is closed, the 
more its neighbors are affected, he 
argues. 

“Less storefronts mean there’s go- 
ing to be less people coming here,” Lim 
says. “We feed on each other.” 

Supervisor Jeff Sheehy, whose 
district includes Church and Market 
streets, has another idea: switching 
from a complaint-driven vacancy poli- 
cy to enforcement by additional work- 
ers from the Department of Building 
Inspections. The subsequent cost of 
frequent inspections would be passed 
onto landlords. 

Another way to disincentivize 
building owners is to require more 
than having a broker, with signs that 
are left up for several months. Vacancy 
taxes would have to be sent to the 
voters, complicating and delaying the 
issue. 

“Td really like to see more move- 
ment,’ Sheehy says. “This is a citywide 
issue.” 

Sheehy plans on following up with 
the Duboce Triangle Neighborhood 
Association in the next couple of 
weeks but did not have a timeline on 
when legislation might be introduced. 

In February, the Land Use Trans- 
portation Committee discussed a 
study that showed that the 2009 Va- 
cant or Abandoned Building Registra- 
tion Ordinance did not substantially 
reduce vacancies. 

But the longer the issue is kicked 
down the road, the more businesses 
could shutter. Merchants like Louie of 
Church Street Groceteria have given 
up on waiting around for City Hall. 

“Our leaders here? Forget it,” Louie 
says. “They were shit — they tax the 
small guys so much.” 

Though the city can take action to 
alleviate pressures unique to red-hot 
housing markets like San Francisco, 
it’s only one part of the battle; the na- 
tionwide trend of online shopping has 
taken a toll on city culture as well. 

Ultimately, Lugen says long-stand- 
ing, loyal neighbors who frequently 
patronized the neighborhood have 
either been priced out or passed away, 
bringing in new neighbors who aren't 
familiar with merchants — and don’t 
seem to be making an effort. 

“It used to be a real community, a 
real neighborhood of people.” Lugen 
says. “That seems to have gone.”

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Another Racism 
Scandal Hits SFPD 


An officer of Afghan descent claims he's been called racist names and has witnessed fellow 
officers sympathize with the white-nationalist movement.

It’s been nearly two years since 
the scandal of cops exchanging racist texts 
rocked the San Francisco Police Depart- 
ment, but new charges have propelled the 
troubled force back into the spotlight. On 
Tuesday, an anonymous police officer’s 
claims of repeated racism and homophobia 
among his colleagues went public. 

Public Defender Jeff Adachi an- 
nounced the allegations, although he 
has committed to keeping the identity of 
the officer secret to protect him. The of- 
ficer, who joined the force in June 2016, 
released a long laundry list of incidents 
detailing the bigoted behavior of his 
colleagues. If true, they reflect poorly 
on a police department that the United 
States Department of Justice has previ- 
ously targeted for reform over its biases 
and use of force. 

The incidents are numerous and ap- 
pear carefully documented. The officer, 
who is of Afghan background, claims he 
was accused by his colleagues of being 
a terrorist and was jokingly accused of 
carrying bombs, RPGs, and grenades. 

Graffiti on his locker in August 2017 
allegedly read “tick-tick,” referencing an 
earlier comment made by an officer who 
claimed he saw wires coming out of the 
victim’s backpack. Three months later, a 
photo appeared on the same locker, with 
an image of the ISIS flag and the phrase 
“go back” scrawled across it. 

The officer also claims a colleague 
called him a “sand n----- . and thata 
sergeant asked him if he knew any “tow- 
elheads.” 

This pattern of behavior also offers 
an uncomfortable look at the banter 
that may have occurred between local 
police officers. One officer voiced support 
for President Donald Trump’s so-called 
Muslim ban, saying, “[If] I see a Black 
person behind the wheel of a vehicle, I’ll 
pull the car over and figure out probable 
cause later.” That same officer also re- 
ferred to a Black person as a “monkey.” 

The officer also overheard several 
officers discussing their support for the 
white-nationalist movement, saying it 
had been wrongly covered by the media. 

Finally, the word “f-ggot” was alleged- 
ly thrown around frequently, and officers 
were spotted muting their body-worn 
cameras to make comments at crime 
scenes. In one case, he says he witnessed 
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a rape victim’s accusation be dismissed 
because she was a sex worker. 

At Tuesday’s press conference, Adachi 
blasted the police force and the collective 
pressure to keep officers silent in the face 
of harmful prejudice. 

“In order to eliminate racism in the 
ranks, police culture must rid itself of its 
‘no snitching’ ethos. Fear of speaking out 
due to retaliation has been an enormous 
barrier to real reform in San Francisco,” 
Adachi said. 

This anonymous police officer has 
now joined the ranks of several other 
whistleblowers who've stepped up in the 
past three years to expose SFPD officers’ 
bad behavior. Late last year, Joel Babbs, 
who’s African American, says he received 
months of retaliation from the depart- 
ment when he accused officers of racism, 
which included him being charged with 
fraud and falsifying a police report. 

In January, former police officer Pa- 
tricia Burley was awarded $100,000 from 
the city after she claimed she was forced 
to retire after exposing a colleague’s 
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An SFPD officer who asked 
not to be identified reads

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criminal conduct. 

Back in 2015, the city also settled a 
suit with former internal affairs attorney 
Kelly O’Haire, who faced threats in the 
wake of a discipline case she handled 
against then-Chief Greg Suhr. She was 
awarded $725,000. 

And finally, Lt. Yulanda Williams was 
denounced by the San Francisco Police 
Officers Association when she went pub- 
lic over racist texts sent to her by fellow 
officers. 

SFPD released a statement Tuesday 
afternoon disclosing that they were made 
aware of the allegations in November 
2017, and launched three separate in- 
vestigations. “We are committed to pro- 
viding just, transparent, unbiased, and 
responsive policing and will continue to 
build and maintain trust with the com- 
munities we serve,” they said.

School Sleepover 


Buena Vista Horace Mann Elementary may convert 
its gym to an overnight shelter for students and their 
families who don't have safe or stable housing. 


As the mayor’s race heats up, each candidate has come 
up with their own solutions for helping people living on the street 
find housing. Among them are navigation centers, city-owned SROs, 
and improved tenant protections — but behind each proposal is a ral- 
lying cry for more money. Outside of the politics of City Hall, how- 
ever, one public school has quietly proposed its own, inexpensive 
solution: opening up its gym for 12 hours every night so that stu- 
dents and their families have a safe place to sleep. 

Buena Vista Horace Mann is a K-8 school in the Mission District 
which has (by school administrators’ count) at least 64 families out 
of 600 who struggle to find a place to sleep each night. So desperate 
is the situation that many kids in school are often tired and hungry, 
unable to focus, and have frequent absences. Teachers and staff have 
taken on the added burden of trying to connect families to resources, 
but at the end of the day, many of the kids don’t have a home to go to. 

“The stories we hear from our families are heartbreaking,” prin- 
cipal Richard Zapien says. “There are times when a parent has asked 
me, ‘Is there a corner somewhere at the school where we can sleep 
tonight?’ ” 

Zapien and vice principal Claudia Delarios Moran approached 
Sup. Hillary Ronen about the idea of converting the school’s gym 
into a temporary shelter for families — something they’re calling the 
Stay Over Program — when she toured the school recently, looking 
for a place to enroll her daughter. Ronen hopped on the idea, deploy- 
ing her staff to figure out if such an idea was legal. Turns out, it is. 

The proposed program is still in the early stages, but some firm 
details have been hammered out. Buena Vista Horace Mann would 
open one of its two gyms with cots and bedding, offering space for 
up to 20 school families to sleep from 7 p.m. to 7 a m. every night. 
(All supplies would be put away before the school day starts.) 

An “experienced nonprofit” (yet to be determined) would moni- 
tor the program and help families find secure housing. 

“Tam so heartened that our school community is stepping up 
and proposing solutions to support our most vulnerable, housing 
insecure families,” Ronen says. “We all need to take a page out of the 
book of Buena Vista Horace Mann, and see it as our responsibility 
to step up and offer solutions — especially when our federal govern- 
ment is failing us.” 

Buena Vista Horace Mann is just one of many schools in San 
Francisco that enrolls students who may experience housing inse- 
curity. The San Francisco School District estimates that during the 
2015-16 school year more than 2,000 students — or one in 25 — 
didn’t have a safe or stable place to return home to after school. 

“Tm not sure our housing crisis has ever been so bad,” Ronen 
says. ‘We're at this next level of a breaking point for San Francisco 
families who are really not able to make it. “ 

The Stay Over Program still has some kinks to work out — big- 
gest among them is funding — but if all goes according to plan, it 
could launch as soon as October As for whether this is a model that 
could be expanded citywide, Ronen says it’s something that the 
school has to initiate — highlighting that a one-size-fits-all approach 
could be too sweeping. 

“The school approached me, and I do think it has to be done in 
that way,’ she says. “Each school community is different. I will jump 
at any opportunity to help any school in my district who would want 
to do something like this. But it really does have to be something 
that has to come from the school.” 

But for one parent at Buena Vista Horace Mann, Lydia, the op- 
portunity could be a lifesaver. She lives with her three children in 
one room in a shared house, with neighbors who want her out. 

“Tam afraid to come home and face my roommates and down- 
stairs neighbor. I pick up my children from school and go to the 
park or a friend’s house until after 10 p.m.,’ she says. “When I am at 
home, I am constantly afraid. ... If I could, I would leave, but I have 
nowhere else to go.” NS

There are reggae con- 
certs and organized smoke-outs on col- 
lege campuses and a massive gathering 
at San Francisco’s Hippie Hill. While 
activists have always been part of the 
proceedings, 4/20 has mostly been an 
exercise in indulgence. 

While the current political cannabis 
landscape leaves plenty of crucial ques- 
tions in need of definitive answers, the 
expanding demographics of pot users 
have provided a renewed interest in re- 
defining April 20 as more than simply 
a smoke-happy get together. In San 
Francisco, Cynthia Boedihardjo and 
Jessica Sharp are challenging them- 
selves to do just that with the launch 
of New Era Tribe, which aims to create 
inclusive community events with an 
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added cannabis element. 

New Era Tribe’s inaugural 4/20 
event, which will be held at a private 
residence yet to be disclosed, features 
acclaimed local cellist Joshua McClain 
and operates as part of Relmagine End 
of Life Festival’s weeklong series of 
events focused on death. The festival 
consists of more than 100 separate 
events all designed to help participants 
engage with the concepts and ramifica- 
tions of life’s ultimate conclusion. For 
New Era Tribe’s offering, McClain will 
perform his latest album, Coming Home, 
which Boedihardjo describes as a “he- 
ro’s journey through a spiritual death.” 

“We'll have two canvasses, one 
that’s for death and one that’s for 
birth,” Sharp explains. “You'll have 
little cards and you can put up things 
that you'd like to let go of in your life 
and things you‘ like to reintroduce as 
well.” 

While Sharp says she intends to 
bury her addiction to sugar 
and possibly rebirth an inter- 
est in vegetables, she notes 
that attendees are welcome 
to engage at whatever depth 
feels comfortable, acknowl- 
edging there are a lot of 
symbolic and literal deaths to 
consider at the moment. 

“We are experiencing the 
death of the patriarchy,” she 
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says. “We are experiencing the death of 
stigmatization surrounding cannabis. 
We are experiencing the death of orga- 
nized religion. We are definitely experi- 
encing collective societal death.” 

New Era Tribe has partnered with 
the online delivery service Sava for the 
cannabis component of its event. Pa- 
trons can order care packages through 
Sava, which will be delivered the day 
of to the private home where the 4/20 
event is set to occur. 

“So you're buying products and 
having them delivered,” Sharp explains, 
“and then we just happen to have a 
gathering that you're welcome to join if 
you would like to.” 

Keeping with the recent trend of 
combining cannabis with everything 
from yoga to wine tastings, Boedi- 
hardjo and Sharp don’t see marijuana 
as the focus of their 4/20 event, but 
rather one additional component 
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available to enhance the experience. 

They also plan to offer on-site ed- 
ucation to anyone interested, which 
could be necessary given that Boedi- 
hardjo estimates up to 50 percent of 
attendees will be new to cannabis. 

“We're not just going to give youa 
joint,” Sharp says. “It’s totally optional, 
and we'll always educate you.” 

“We're definitely more geared to- 
wards low-dosage,’ Boedihardjo adds. 
“We want you to check in versus check- 
ing out, and we'll provide the space for 
you to learn what you're consuming, 
whether it’s the strain or the different 
terpenes, and how it’s going to affect 
you. 

While the April 20 event will mark 
the official launch of New Era Tribe, 
it will in fact be the company’s fourth 
offering. Most recently, in December, 
they hosted an elevated crafting night 
in partnership with San Francisco’s 

Maker Studio that included 3D 
printing and LED paper circuit 
cards that light up. Both New 
Era founders bring a ton of 
shared experience to their new 
endeavour together. 
Boedihardjo is not a new- 
comer to organizing events. 
Before combining forces with 
Sharp, Boedihardjo worked for 
Google, assisting the company 
with high-profile live streams 


of events like Coachella and Bonnaroo. 
She also co-founded the Mission event 
space The Laundry, and previously 
worked on a number of immersive ex- 
periences. Sharp’s most recent tenure 
saw her working in a variety of areas for 
Bay Area behemoth Salesforce, where 
her focuses included getting involved 
with employee resource groups. She 
also sat on the board of Salesforce’s 
Women’s Network for a number of 
years, and now hopes that New Era will 
be a bastion for inclusive, inventive can- 
nabis-themed events. 

“Everyone feeling welcome is some- 
thing that’s really important to us,” 
Sharp says. “We're not going around 
saying this is ‘women-centric’ or ‘wom- 
en-only, because that’s divisive lan- 
guage. What we're really looking to do is 
just create this space where anyone and 
everyone can feel really empowered and 
safe and comfortable to just show up as 
themselves.”

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What happens 
when someone dies 
without a will?

This week's question comes from Nathan P. 
in San Carlos, who asks: 


Q: “My wife died suddenly. We were sepa- 


rated at the time of her death but hadn't 
filed any kind of papers. We were just tak- 
Ing some time to figure out where we were 
at and where we were going after 20 years 
of being married. We had two children, 
aged 10 and 14. My 14-year-old son died in 
the same accident. | always told my wife 
that she needed to draft a will, but she be- 
lieved doing so could invite death, so she 
has no will. Her mother is angry with me for 
our separation and Is stating that she 
should get all her assets and the value of 
her share of our home, which we owned 
jointly. What happens when someone dies 
without a will?” 


A: Nathan, I'm saddened to hear of your 
incredible loss. Your question Is one that 
consumes many weeks of a law student's 
life ina class called Wills and Trusts. There 
are special probate courts that handle mat-

ters of property following death. A dece- 
dent's property subject to probate in 
California will pass either pursuant to a 
decedent's duly admitted will (the “tes- 
tate” case) or, if decedent dies without a 
will (“intestate”), by the rules of “intestate 
succession.” 

Before providing a response, | want to 
make it clear that | am not a probate lawyer 
and strongly suggest you contact one. The 
following Is a very general overview of the 
law ina situation such as yours; it is not le- 
gal advice. 

It's important to note that many assets 
never go through probate. Some property, 
such as joint bank accounts, insurance pro- 
ceeds, 401Ks and other financial invest- 
ments, will be given to the person who was 
designated as the beneficiary on the instru- 
ment at the time of death. If your wife had 
life insurance, a 401k plan, an annuity or 
some other account or financial instru- 
ments, check to see who the beneficiaries 
are. These accounts, policies, annuities and 
so on need not go through probate and 
should be distributed directly to the benefi- 
Claries.

In asimilar vein, you need to get a copy 
of the title to your property to examine the 
form of ownership interest that you and 
your wife had. Property may be held jointly 
or incommon and/or may be community 
property. A joint tenancy/ownership Is cre- 
ated when two or more persons acquire 
property in equal shares by the same trans- 
fer and at the same time, with identical 
ownership rights, pursuant to an instrument 
of transfer that expressly declares the 
co-ownership to be a joint tenancy. Joint 
tenants own equal interests in the property, 
all of which are subject to the right of survi- 
vorship; upon any joint tenant's death, his or 
her interest passes by operation of law to 
the surviving joint tenant without going 





through probate. 

Spouses and registered 
domestic partners also hold 
equal ownership interests in 
community property, but com- 
munity property carries no 
right of survivorship unless ti- 
tle is expressly taken as 
“community property with 
right of survivorship.” So, get 
a copy of your title and review 
it with a probate lawyer. 

In intestate cases, where 
there Is a Surviving spouse or 
registered domestic partner, 
the survivor is entitled to the 
decedent's one-half interest in 
community property held by 
decedent at the time of death. 

Given that your wife is survived by both 
you and your daughter, you both are entitled 
to a one-half share of your wife's assets, 
such as non-community property financial 
accounts, real property, jewelry and 
cars. The fact that you were taking time 
apart does not change the order of intestate 
succession. Had you been divorced, you 
would have no rights under intestate suc- 
cession. 

The rules of intestate succession be- 
come more and more complex when there 
is no immediate family (spouse, domestic 
partner or children). Under such cases, if 
there is no spouse, the money would be dis- 
tributed to the decedent's children. If there 
is no spouse or children (and no children of 
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their children), then the property would 
pass to the parents of the decedent. If there 
were no parents, but there were brothers or 
sisters of the decedent, then the property 
would pass to the brothers or sisters. If 
there were no parents, brothers or sisters, 
then the property would pass to the grand- 
parents of the decedent. As you can see, 
this is quite arcane, and a specialist should 
be consulted. 

Finally, you mentioned that an “acci- 
dent” caused the death of your wife and 
son. Depending on whether the accident 
was in whole or in part caused by the fault 
of another, there may be the basis for a 
wrongful death action to be brought by you 
and your daughter. This type of case Is han- 
dled by trial lawyers, like myself, through 
the civil courts. You should have the facts of 
the case reviewed by an experienced trial 
lawyer to see if there Is a factual basis for a 
wrongful death claim. Any proceeds from 
settlement or a verdict of a wrongful death 
case would be paid directly to you and/or 
your daughter, would not be your wife or 
son's property and would not pass through 
probate. As a wrongful death claim exam- 
ines the nature and strength of the relation- 
ship between the claimant and the 
decedent, your separation would most 
likely affect the amount of recovery you 
may receive as damages.

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Keeping Up With the Jones 


ANEW DOCUMENTARY ON GRACE JONES HUMANIZES HER WHILE LEAVING PLENTY OF MYSTERY INTACT.

Taking a semi-surreptitious 
swig of wine straight from the bottle in 
the passenger seat of a car outside a 
modest church in Jamaica, Grace Jones 
admits some trepidation about going in. 
An older female relative dismisses her 
worry, Saying to just be herself. 

That, Jones says, is the problem. 

This scene from Sophie Fiennes’ 
documentary Grace Jones: Bloodlight 
and Bami, opening in the Bay Area on 
April 27, shows how the enigmatic 
musician, who exudes the charisma of 
a nocturnal feline predator, interacts 
with her family. 

Jones is haunted by the specter of 
her strict Pentecostal father, a frighten- 
ing-sounding disciplinarian everyone 
called Mas P (for “master”). Even in 
death, he is spoken about with a certain 
solemnity, as if his spirit could mete 
out further punishment from beyond. 
But however unapproachable or even 
quasi-alien Jones’ androgynous on- 
stage persona may be, she is warm and 
engaged with her extended relations. 
Indeed, watching this film, you come to 
realize that Jones’ on-stage demeanor is 
no persona at all. It is merely her. 

“That would be awful, to play a char- 
acter on stage,” she tells SF Weekly by 
phone from Jamaica. “That would be 
like wearing a straitjacket. You'd have to 
be insane.” 

Shot over 12 years, the documentary 
includes performances of hits like “Love 
Is the Drug” and “Slave to the Rhythm,” 
and plenty of interstitial tissue in which 
she opines about this or that. The subti- 
tle refers to a light in a recording studio 
and a type of Jamaican bread, and one 
of the film’s strengths is the way it 
juxtaposes Jones’ imperiousness in the 
industry with her occasional humble 
roots. At one point, the viewer sees her 
in a hotel suite arguing with a hapless 
assistant who has failed to make the 
proper arrangements. At another, she 
forces a French television producer to 
radically rework a performance of her 
cover of Edith Piaf’s “La Vie en Rose” 
because Jones feels that she looks like 
the madam of the bordello and the four 
female dancers are her girls. 

Informed there are no male dancers, 
Jones essentially cancels the entire 
thing — an uncompromising diva, but 
one aware enough to feel sorry for the 
dancers, who did nothing wrong and, in 
all likelihood, “hate me.” That she takes 
on such commercial work to fund her 
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artistic projects and lifestyle doesn’t 
enter into consideration nearly as much 
as her intense dislike of losing creative 
control. 

“T believe if it’s about me, then I 
should be involved,” Jones says. “I 
mean, I’m not involved in every single 
aspect, but I like to learn. ... And there’s 
no one to blame at the end of the day 
if I get it wrong. Show business is a 
business, and I believe you should know 
about your business.” 

What’s an example of something 
she’s learned how to do over time? 

“Sing,” she says. 

Jones has also learned how to read 
contracts, which she calls one of the 
“toughest” tasks because “the language 
they’re in is so foreign to someone who 
does not study that.” But beyond a wari- 
ness that someone may gain the upper 
hand if she lets her vigilance down, 
Bloodlight and Bami reveals that Jones’ 
biggest irritation is with the decline of 
nightlife. The figure who sang about be- 
ing an ice machine on “Nightclubbing” 
now sits in the back of a cab lamenting 
that people in Paris and New York don’t 
go out like they used to. We know the 
reasons why: Rent is expensive and 
even hedonists have to get up and go to 
work in the morning, TMZ and social 
media make celebrities cautious about 
being highly intoxicated in public, and 
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wellness is a cult as pernicious as the 
worship of she-bears in pre-Christian 
Scandinavia. But Jones — who will be 
70 in May — can hardly adjust to this 
new reality. Does she really think every- 
one in New York goes to bed at 11:30? 

“T don’t know if they go to bed early 
or if they pretend they go to bed early,” 
she says. “But you'd go from one club 
to the other to the other, 24-7, and 
now when I’m staying in a motel, you 
couldn't even get Champagne delivered 
to the room after the 
cut-off time. 

“You can’t spend 
your money!” she adds. 
“If someone offers to 
buy a whole bunch of 
Champagne, they’re 
like, ‘No, we’re closing.’ 
A lot of after-hours 
places you could go, 
we would go at four in 
the morning and leave 
at midday. Now, they 
don’t exist. The Garage 
— we used to go to bed at three and be 
ready by four and go party. That’s not 
happening anymore.” 

Somehow, though, Champagne finds 
its way to her. Jones’ 2015 book I Will 
Never Write My Memoirs revealed that 
her standard concert rider includes, 
among many other things, six bottles of

Louis Roederer Cristal and two dozen 
oysters on ice, unopened because “Grace 
does her own shucking.” Watching 

her with her entourage, clearly on a 
good one, is to feel included even if it’s 
sometimes hard to follow what anyone 
is talking about. She’s candid about her 
drug use, at one point saying she‘d like 
to experience death while on LSD with 
the ghost of Timothy Leary holding her 
hand. 

“Timothy said he wanted me to 
play him in a film one 
time,” she says. “Those 
times: They existed. 
They were real.” 

Just how larger- 
than-life Jones is 
remains ambiguous. 
Tethered to designers 
like Jean-Paul Gaultier, 
Kenzo, and the recent- 
ly departed Azzedine 
Alaia, Jones is a figure 
of the unattainable 
demimonde whose 
mainstream reach extends in no small 
part to her stint as a Bond villain in A 
View to a Kill. Musically and culturally, 
she is a figure of influence, but when 
asked if she might use it to soften the 
impact of Jamaica's reputation for ho- 
mophobia, she rejects the premise. 

“Honestly, that’s coming from a 


couple guys that sing some song that 
got out there,” she says. “A lot of my gay 
friends come here and they are abso- 
lutely shocked. ... My brother grew up 
here, gay, and he didn’t get beaten up 
and he still comes all the time. 

“Of course, you have a very strong 
church,” she adds, “but as long as you 
respect people and you don’t bother 
anybody, nobody’s going to bother you. 
And Trump is throwing people out of 
the army for being transgender. Talk 
about homophobia, hello! It’s every- 
where, but absolutely there’s lots of 
gays in Jamaica, darling. You need to 
come.” 

To see Jones, in the film, staring 
at herself in a vanity and applying yet 
more makeup to her face — “More 
rouge!” she says at one point, “We’re 
going tribal!” — is to realize that when 
S.F’s Museum of the African Diaspora 
called her a “cultural drag musician” for 
a 2016 exhibit, the curators were de- 
ploying the rhetorical device known as 
understatement. It’s why she’s been an 
enduring inspiration in San Francisco 
nightlife, the one constant visual at the 
Tubesteak Connection, DJ Bus Station 
John’s long-running Thursday night 
party at Aunt Charlie’s, and at Honey 
Mahogany’s post-screening afterparty 
at the Stud on Friday, April 27. 

Part of the reason Grace Jones: 
Bloodlight and Bami took more than a 
decade to complete is that her touring 
and recording schedules, the writing of 
her book, and Fiennes’ other projects all 
got in the way. She works more slowly 
now. Jones is about a month away from 
completing a new record, which she’s 
been working on for five years. (“Only 
my vocals and a bit of cleaning up,” she 
says. “We have to tweak.”) Although she 
bared her exposed (and painted) torso 
on stage at the Fox Theater a few years 
ago, and famously hula-hooped through 
an entire performance of “Slave to 
the Rhythm” at Queen Elizabeth II's 
Diamond Jubilee, the former model 
does not seem to be running out of 
inspiration. 

“T do love that ’'m my muse, and 
I’ve been the muse for other artists,” 
she says. “I write visually. Even stuff I 
don’t write or co-write, I feel like there 
could be writing about me in it. It be- 
gins with the music.”

MUTEK, ACEREBRAL FESTIVAL OF ELECTRONIC MUSIC, MARKESITS U.S. DEBUT IN SAN FRANCISCO NEXT MONTH.

It’s the season for Coachella — 
and shortly after that, of Lightning ina 
Bottle, BottleRock, Bonnaroo, Pitchfork, 
Lollapalooza, Warped Tour, Arroyo Seco, 
Outside Lands, and others. What these 
festivals have in common, besides acts 
with publicists and oceans of people 
peaking on whatever the hell was even in 
that pill, is that almost every set consists 
of approachable music in a pop idiom. 
They’re fun, no question, but even the 
strangest undercard performers don't 
deviate too far. 

So it’s welcome news that a com- 
pletely different kind of festival — one 
with way fewer Heineken wristbands 
or co-branded apparel — makes its 
U.S. debut here in the Bay Area next 
month. MUTEK.SF takes over nine 
venues from May 3-6, including 
Bimbo’s, Heron Arts, The Midway, 
Gray Area Grand Theatre, the Cali- 
fornia Academy of Science, with live 
electronic music, art and audiovisual 
installations, and more. The lineup, al- 
ready announced, includes figures who 
will be familiar to local fans, such as 
Bézier and Jackie House — alter egos 
of two Honey Soundsystem DJs, and 
Oakland’s Russell E.L. Butler. They'll 
perform along with other internation- 
ally renowned acts such as Moritz von 
Oswald of Basic Channel and Rhythm 
& Sound— who’s making his North 
American solo live premiere — Matias 
Aguayo, and Aux 88. 

Cadie Desbiens, a Montreal artist 
who performs with Greg Debicki as 
Woulg & Push 1 Stop, is a creative 
coder who makes visual and interactive 
designs, including Interpolate, in which 
“sound and visuals are super-connect- 
ed, and all done in real-time. 

“It’s really geeky,” she laughs, add- 
ing. “I’m also one of the only women.” 

That will change. Presented in part 
through efforts by the Consulate Gen- 
eral of Canada in San Francisco, the 
Consulate General of France in San 
Francisco, and the Consulate General 
of Mexico in San Francisco, MUTEK is 
also a project of Keychange, a British 
initiative that aims to see gender pari- 
ty among festival acts by 2022. 

To keep things organized, MUTEK. 
SF has are four separate tracks. Digi 
Lab comprises panel discussions and 
technical ed, while A/Visions presents 
audiovisual works and Nocturne is the 
clubbier offshoot. Lastly, there’s Expe- 
rience, the series of “mixed indoor-out- 


door programming in a day-into-night 
setting.” 

Desbiens’ work falls under A/Vi- 
sions, where she and Debicki will have 
between half an hour and an hour at 
Gray Area to present their work. The 
atmosphere will be closer to a standard 
concert performance than an outdoor 
tent with a party vibe. 

“We deal with the experimental, 
so it fits well in a theater where you 
can present the visual and the sound,” 
she says. “It’s a bit more intellectual, I 


would say. I’ve always wanted to have 
nights where it’s techno party nights 
and nights where it’s more ambient 
music or drone music and you can re- 
ally meditate with it, plus other nights 
with video where you can really sit 
and appreciate something that’s really 
grandiose. Some artists have pretty big 
installations with lasers. 

“We need to be in a theater,” she 
adds. “What I really like about MUTEK 


is that every night is different, for sure. 


But there’s always some rules: One is 
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to have these high-standards visual 
programming and the other is ti have 
local artists.” 

So the Japanese and Mexican iter- 
ations had very different lineups, with 
acts that might not otherwise easily 
gain international exposure easily. 

“It’s very well-curated, you'll see,” 
she says. 

And if you think, well, this is an 
entirely different animal than the 
standard summertime festivals circuit, 
Desbiens reveals at the end of our 
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Interpolate by Woulg + Push 1 Stop

phone call that she’s at a certain polo 
ground in Indio, Calif., where it’s nor- 
mally very hot — but as a Canadian, 
she thinks in Celsius. 

“It’s wonderful here,” she says. “It’s 
like 38 degrees at the moment.”

If there’s one thing you should 


know about Soulwax, it is that the Bel- 
gian dance-rock titans never do the same 
thing twice. 

“I guess we're kind of like junkies 
for discovering something new that 
excites us, whether that’s as a consum- 
er or a producer,’ co-frontman David 
Dewaele says, reflecting on Soulwax’s 
20-plus-year career. 

Since their formation in the mid- 
1990s, Soulwax has seamlessly adapt- 
ed their sound to the time they are in, 
yet Dewaele and his brother Stephen 
remain bizarrely unpredictable with 
every project they touch. Their 2017 
album, FROM DEEWEE, is their most 
unique and ambitious release to date, 
as the nearly 50-minute album was 
recorded live in one take. 

“We came to a point where we 
hadn't done Soulwax in a long time 
and we were thinking, ‘What would 
make us excited about new Soulwax, 
in what form?’ And that’s how we 
started to assemble this crazy ana- 
logue spaceship studio.” 

The inspiration for FROM DEEWEE 
stemmed from Soulwax’s stage setup 
for their 2016 tour, Transient Programs 
for Drums and Machinery, which en- 
compassed seven musicians, including 
three live drummers, adorned with 
analogue synths and synchronized 
strobe lights. 

Their ambitious stage setup, finally 
coming to the U.S. from Europe, is 
“not an easy thing to tour with,” he 
says. 

“It’s kind of a unique thing. We 
won't be able to do this often — surely 
not in the U.S. So that’s why these 
dates with Coachella, San Francisco, 
and L.A. are very special to us,” he 
adds. “We noticed the limitations but 
also the possibilities with that setup. 
After a few months, we noticed these 
shows were really exciting and people 
were blown away by it, and we thought 
we should make this into an album.” 

Taking on the challenge to record 
an album in such a painstaking man- 
ner required that the Dewaeles impose 
“brutal limitations” on themselves, 
like requiring certain musicians with 


specific pieces of gear to recordina 
limited amount of time. 

“We got all the musicians together 
for a period of about two weeks where 
we rehearsed incessantly, so we could 
get the whole 60 minutes down in 
one take,” Dewaele says. “And then 
we could just hit record and play the 
album.” 

The grueling dedication spent on 
perfecting FROM DEEWEE paid off, as 
the exuberant, percussion-heavy al- 
bum is another jewel in Soulwax’s stel- 
lar discography. Being the band’s first 
proper album in more than a decade, 
there’s no indication the Dewaeles lost 
their step in crafting their brand of 
synth-heavy dance-rock. 

Luckily for Soulwax fans, another 
decade-plus wait for new music is un- 
likely, with Dewaele claiming, “We’re 
on a roll. We’re doing so much stuff. 
We did three albums and three EPs just 
this year for the label, and we want 
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to do another Soulwax album pretty 
soon, hopefully after the summer.” 

The creation of this “mad analogue 
spaceship studio” is not the first time 
the Dewaeles have approached an 
ambitious, impossible-sounding mu- 
sical project.

The open-minded attitude and 
eagerness to experiment is what fuels 
Soulwax to succeed in a volatile and 
unpredictable landscape like the music 
industry.

fiaron fixelsen Has a 
New Band to Show You 

















THE LOCAL DJ AND RADIO HOST REFLECTS ON 30 YEARS AS A BAY AREA MUSIC AMBASSADOR.

Aaron Axelsen’s office at Alt 
105.3 (née Live105) is a shrine to local 
music. There are shelves tightly packed 
with countless records, and the walls are 
covered with concert posters. An auto- 
graphed setlist from The Killers rests in a 
frame. At the center of it all is Axelsen, a 
man with multiple careers that all stem 
from his relentless obsession with discov- 
ering and sharing new artists. 

It’s this passion that led him to his 
current gig as Alt 105.3’s music director 
and assistant program director. It’s 
why he has a softball team with other 
music industry folks called the Happy 
Mondays. It’s also what inspired him to 
start his weekly Popscene concert se- 
ries back in 1996. Before that, Axelsen 
was a Skater in Livermore doing his 
best to hide all records he was regularly 
buying at Berkeley staples like Rasputin 
and Leopold’s. 

“Tused to have to come home and 
sneak my music in through the back- 
yard and then climb out my window to 
get it so my parents wouldn’t know,” 
Axelsen recalls. 

When Live 105 launched in October 
1986, Axelsen would blast it on his 
boombox while skating around the East 
Bay. Having a local station dedicated to 
playing acts like New Order, Depeche 
Mode, and The Cure was something of 
a revelation for him, and before long, 
he knew he wanted in. 

Following a stint with college radio 
at Hayward’s Chabot College, Axelsen 
landed an internship at Live 105 in 
1995. The next year, he would join forc- 
es with Eric Shea, Jeremy Goldenstein, 
and Omar Perez to launch Popscene — 
a club night dedicated to the music all 
four were obsessed with. 

“We were the Britpop indie kids,” 
Axelsen says. “We loved everything 
from Supergrass to My Bloody Valen- 
tine. We just felt there wasn’t a club 
at the time that catered to that demo- 
graphic.” 

Popscene spent its first two years at 
the Cat Club on Folsom Street. It was 
there that the idea to feature a new 
and upcoming band along with the 
dance party emerged. Brian Jonestown 
Massacre was one of the first groups 
to play, but when Popscene moved to

330 Ritch St. in 1998, things really 
took off. 

The list of acts that played their first 
Bay Area show courtesy of Popscene 
is staggering. It includes The Killers, 
Phoenix, Bloc Party, Mumford & Sons, 
CHVRCHES, and Amy Winehouse. It’s 
since moved over to Rickshaw Stop 
in Hayes Valley, but while Popscene’s 
venue may have changed, its ethos re- 
mains the same. 

“Popscene would not still be around 
after 20-plus years as a weekly party 
if it wasn’t for this perfect storm of 
elements,” Axelsen says. “A lot of it has 
to do with being in San Francisco and 
the Bay Area, where there are a lot of 
insatiable music fans. Music is very 
cyclical, and Popscene has this tem- 
plate of highlighting what’s hot and 





burgeoning, whether that’s Flume or 
the Dandy Warhols.” 

There is arguably no one better 
qualified to discuss the fickle nature of 
local music trends than Axelsen. 

As the host of Alt 105’s shows Sub- 
sonic and Soundcheck, he is obligated 
to be up-to-speed on what listeners 
want to hear and which artists may 
be about to break big. Twice a year, 
Axelsen must also read the musical tea 
leaves as a booker for the station’s two 
flagship live events: the summer festi- 
val BFD and the December soirée Not 
So Silent Night (NSSN). 

Sometimes, Axelsen’s efforts to 
support and feature young bands pay 
immense dividends, such as when he 
booked Green Day as a last-minute 
headliner for NSSN in 2011. The night 


before the show, original main act 
Jane’s Addiction was forced to cancel 
due to a family emergency. Axelsen 
was at NSSN’s annual pre-party at the 
New Parish when he decided to go out 
on a limb. 

“It was Tre Cool’s birthday and he 
was there with some friends,” he says. 
“T was facetiously, like, ‘Dude, I just 
found out that our headliner pulled 
out for tomorrow night. What are you 
guys doing? You have plans?’ They live 
close to me in Oakland. They’re East 
Bay kids. Tre was like, ‘Fuck it. Let’s do 
it.’ 1 remember the next day, we talked 
to management and the label and it 
just kind of worked out. They drove 
to Oracle [Arena] in their cars — they 
live close by — with their gear in the 
back and played a kick-ass set and

saved our asses.” 

Green Day may have saved 
Axelsen’s ass, but in some ways they 
were simply returning a favor that the 
beloved local DJ, radio host, and music 
magnet has extended to countless 
bands over the years. 

“It’s rewarding when you develop 
an artist from Day One,” Axelsen mus- 
es, ‘because if they do blow up, they 
always will have that bond with you. 
They'll appreciate you and respect you 
for being there at the beginning, for 
taking a chance on their art.”

Photographer and Tenderloin 
resident Darwin Bell only went into the 
now-defunct Tea Room Theatre at 145 
Eddy St. a single time, and he remembers 
it as “one of the saddest things.” 

Admission was $15, so he and his 
friends simply asked the management 
if they could take a look at it without 
committing. 

“They were playing ’70s porn, so 
that was good,” Bell says. “It was three 
guys in there, all kind of moaning.” 

They weren't moaning together, he’s 
quick to add. They were separate, sort 
of the way people disperse upon en- 
tering a crowded elevator to maintain 
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maximum distance among everyone. 

“We just looked around, like, ‘OK, ” 
Bell says. “And then it closed. I asked 
the owner, ‘Can I go in and take pho- 
tos?’ Because I wanted an empty the- 
ater. And she wouldn't let me! She was 
like, ‘It’s not pretty. No.’ I didn’t care 
about pretty. But she still wouldn't let 
me in, and I'll regret that to my dying 
day.” 

We're at the opening for the Ten- 
derloin Museum’s exhibit “The Heart 
of the City: Photography by Darwin 
Bell,” where drag performer Donna 
Personna is standing in front of a por- 
trait of herself in profile, hands raised 
and fingers splayed like the hallelujah 
emoji. (“I thought I was looking at a 
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‘| DON'T EVEN SEE THE THINGS | SEE’ 


mirror,’ she says. “I started fixing my 
hair.”) Bell’s show includes 20 digital 
prints on metal that record a neighbor- 
hood that’s perpetually in flux. The Tea 
Room is gone, as is the decades-old gay 
bar The Gangway, both of which Bell 
captured. A four-year resident of the 
neighborhood who lived near Alamo 
Square for about 30 years prior, Bell 
notes that the false eyelashes he pho- 
tographed on a tree limb are also gone. 

“That was in the Tenderloin Nation- 
al Forest,” he says. “A friend of mine 
said, “There’s an eyelash on a tree. Go 
find it!’ ” 

In spite of all this, it’s not a mel- 
ancholic exhibit. Bell, who frequently 
contributed images to SFist, is simply 





too drawn to color and texture. From 
a figure in silhouette in front of an 
F-Market streetcar to the tiles on the 
Owl Tree on Post and Taylor streets 
— not technically in the Tenderloin, 
but close enough — they show a mis- 
understood neighborhood at its finest 
moments. 

“These are the greatest hits,” he says 
about having whittled down his col- 
lection of street photographs. “I love 
living in the Tenderloin. I find it so 
vibrant and crazy. It’s city living at its 
most — at its most.” 

He leaves it at that. But if there’s an 
ethics to street photography, that goes 
double in a place where it would be 
easy for the observer to reify margin-

alized people’s socioeconomic position 
under the pretense of simply recording 
life as it really is. Nothing about this 
show feels exploitative. Bell doesn’t 
capture images of people or things 
that would inspire humiliation if the 
subjects ever saw the photograph, and 
he marvels about how living in the 
neighborhood has guided his sense of 
perception. 

“I don’t even see the things I see,” 
he says. “I just don’t notice things 
anymore."

They spend hours in bed looking 


at pictures of other peoples’ boyfriends. 
They notice when other men they like 
have liked the same photos. They wonder 
how much time they spend in bed scroll- 
ing and imagining their life was more 
glamorous and better-lit and better-trav- 
eled. They zoom in with two fingers to fo- 
cus on better body parts, and examine 
flaws and tattoos. They toggle back toa 
word game, but the photos draw them 
back eventually. Sometimes they get bon- 
ers. They understand that there is a mild 
envy in this scrolling, but envy is a kind of 
currency now. And so is lust. It would be 
worse if they were still teenagers and 
couldn't remember a time when people 
didn't do this. It would be worse if they 
didn't have a sense of humor. It would be 
worse if they didn't 
know that the lives of 
these well-toned, 
well-traveled men are 
probably sadder and 
more difficult than they 
let on. At least some of 
their lives can't be per- 
fect. 

One day in March, 
Tend up at a party 
with a few hundred of 
these 30-something gay men. There's a 
good DJ playing, and the opener isn’t 
bad, either. The drinks cost $11 and the 
crowd is cute. 

“There’s no one I want to see here,” I 
hear someone say. “Let’s go to The Stud.” 

They are lawyers and real estate 
agents and PR professionals. A lot of 
them are in marketing. Some of them 
have a flair for design. None of them 
have children. All of them have money 
to burn. 

And even though many of them — 
let’s say more than half — believe they 
want boyfriends, especially the kind 
who would look good next to them 
on Instagram and thereby bump up 
their currency, the honest truth is that 
boyfriends are too much work and they 
won't usually admit this. What they 
actually want are fuck buddies who will 
also be arm-candy Tuesday through 
Thursday. Sexy friends who won't be 
too clingy and won't get too drunk, 
and who will tell funny stories in front 
of their friends. What they want is a 
summer fling who'll dance around the 
L-word once or twice, and who knows 
where it might go after that? When they 
get too vulnerable and the texts get too 
demanding, time’s up. 

Some of them have been to group 
birthday parties tonight at mid-range 
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restaurants. Some of them have just 
broken up with boyfriends because the 
holidays are over and it was time to re- 
assess what they really wanted. Do they 
really want to spend another year with 
that person? Probably not. There are 

so many other choices, and the sex has 
gone stale, hasn't it? Some of them are 
just here for a good time, because they 
were bored, because there were no other 
parties to go to tonight. A lot of them 
got high before they got here. 

Everyone knows someone who has 
moved away because San Francisco has 
gotten too expensive, or because they 
needed to stop doing drugs, or because 
they broke up with someone and lost a 
rent-controlled apartment. We all live in 
a pretty place where others want to live, 
and where every day there is a magic 
hour for picture-taking, and rows of 
storybook buildings with birthday-cake 
turrets and verdant backdrops and nev- 
er a bad angle. 

Gay men in their 20s, no matter 
where they are in the country, don't 
think in the long-term. First loves 
tend not to be only loves, even though 
you can't convince them of that when 
they’re in the thick of it. And Millen- 
nial gay men in San 
Francisco tend to be 
more realistic on this 
front — especially 
coming out of colleges 
< where they've learned 
\ that “hooking up” just 
means a story to share 
at brunch, and your 
20s aren't the time 
for feeling stuck with 
someone. 

Most of these men aren't going to 
feel nervous about staying single until 
their mid-30s, and those who aren’t 
coupled up by then still aren't likely to 
make many compromises to stay with 
someone until a decade or so later, 
when the real fear of losing their looks 
and dying alone sets in. Is his dick too 
small? Does he refuse to let you have 
sex with other people? Does he snore 
or fart too much in his sleep? Might as 
well keep shopping around. It’s a cos- 
mopolitan city where fresh meat shows 
up every season, and they have such 
great friends and barely enough time 
for them as it is. 

Some of them understand that this 
state of being isn’t unique to them, as 
gay men. We live in a culture of abun- 
dance, a land of endless choices that 
teaches us the value of keeping our 
options open. Did the Bachelorette’s first 
pick turn out to be a douchebag after 
all? They'll just bring her back in a cou- 
ple of seasons and give her another go. 

Might as well spend this summer 
footloose and unattached again. It’ll be 
way more fun that way. Way less drama. 
What’s that Joni Mitchell lyric? We 
love our lovin’, but not like we love our 
freedom.

girls for hire. Assigned to rescue the 
cherubic young blonde daughter (Ekat- 
erina Samsonov) of a senator (Alex 
Manette), Joe’s already-questionable 
grasp on reality gets looser when the 
senator is killed. Joe begins to uncover 
a conspiracy involving the police and 
the government, and probably the 
draco-reptilians, though even Joe’s 
fractured brain doesn’t go that quite 
high up the paranoia ladder. Nothing 
is as it seems in You Were Never Really 
Here, but the one constant of its world 
is banal pop music playing from radios. 
That’s enough to make anyone ques- 
tion reality.

Where Is Kyra? 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza

The Godfather and Annie Hall cine- 
matographer Gordon Willis was often 
referred to affectionately as the “Prince 
of Darkness,” for the striking compo- 
sitions he created using as little light 
as possible. Bradford Young gives him 
a run for his money in Andrew Dosun- 
mu’s dark-in-every-sense-of-the-word 
Where Is Kyra? Kyra (Michelle Pfieffer) 
is an unemployed divorcee who pounds 
the pavement of Brooklyn applying for 
increasingly demeaning jobs, all the 
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while taking care of her dying mother 
Ruth (Suzanne Shepherd). Things go 
from bleak to worse for Kyra when 
Ruth dies, and even the emotional sup- 
port of hunky taxi driver and part-time 
nursing home employee Doug (Kiefer 
Sutherland) doesn’t keep Kyra from 
spiraling into panic and desperation. In 
addition to living in a world in which 
little light gets in despite the cracks in 
everything, Kyra in particular is sel- 
dom classically positioned in the frame 
— in recent years, only Mr. Robot has 
been so dedicated to banishing char- 
acters to the corner of the screen. The 
soundtrack also occasionally breaks 
into needle-pinning industrial squalls, 
especially when Dosunmu occasionally 
cuts to a wraithlike old woman making 
her way through the city. A sort of 
Blue Jasmine by a director who actually 
understands how human beings be- 
have, Where is Kyra? isn’t an easy film 
to watch, but it’s even harder to look 
away from. SC 


61st San Francisco International

Now playing at the Castro Theater, 
the Vogue Theatre, the Children’s 
Creativity Museum, the Walt Disney 
Family Museum, the Dolby Cinema, 
the YBCA Screening Room, SEFMOMA, 
the Roxie Theater, the Victoria 
Theater, and the SFFILM FilmHouse.

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Nite Time

The floor tiles in Nite Yun’s 
small Cambodian restaurant in Fruitvale 
greet you hello in Khmer: “SOUSDEY.” 
And the pink bathroom wallpaper print 
depicts Oakland’s Tribune Tower along- 
side stone figures from the temple of 
Prasat Bayon and pop singers from the 
era before President Nixon’s “secret 
bombing” campaign in the early 1970s 
and the Khmer Rouge’s four-year, geno- 
cidal reign later in that decade. If you ar- 
en't able to make out either reference 
without asking the staff or enrolling in a 
hand-held Google University crash 
course, don’t worry: There’s still plenty 
for you here. 

A follow-up to Nite Yun’s stand 
at the Emeryville Public Market, 
the brick-and-mortar Nyum Bai 
is the ultimate introduction to a 
still-slightly-obscure Southeast Asian 
cuisine. There have been many Cam- 
bodian-Americans in California for 
decades, but as a marvelous 2014 
California Sunday Magazine profile laid 
bare, many of them opened doughnut 
shops instead of restaurants serving 
their native foods. Yun, who was born 
in a refugee camp and grew up in 
Stockton, has taken over the former 
Half Orange space — and the result is 
a food-driven exposure to as much of 
Cambodian culture as possible. 

It’s a fun ride, and your server 
might encourage your friend’s labored 
effort to pronounce things properly. 
Start with prahok ktiss dip ($12.95), a 
pork-in-coconut sauce that, in terms of 
depth of flavor, is basically an infinity 
pool. Accompanied by lightly pickled 
cucumbers, carrots, and cabbage that 
almost certainly came straight from 
Fruitvale Station’s three-days-a-week 
farmers market, it’s like a superior (and 
beanless) take on chili — with a mild 
heat, but that’s all you need. 

In contrast to so many of their cous- 
ins, which wilt from the steam locked 
inside, the maim chien chrouk — or 
garlicky fried egg rolls with pork, cab- 
bage, glass noodles, and taro ($8.95) 
— retain their crispness even when you 
come back to them. (Naim chien banlai 
are the vegetarian equivalent, made 
with mushrooms instead. Perhaps 
unsurprisingly, the meaty version is 
tastier.) 

Although the ngoum banana salad 
($11.95) — which contains blossoms, 
not slices of ’nanner — sits in a lime 
sauce that’s nearly a broth, it manages 
to harness the citric acid without suc- 
cumbing to it. There’s enough mint and 
basil in here to push their aromas up- 





ward, and as I’ve written many times, 
I’m a sucker for a wet crunch. And if 
such a combo cries out for protein, you 
can throw some shrimp on for $2.95. 

Similar to a Thai massaman curry 
— only studded with many of the in- 
gredients in a boeuf bourguignon, plus 
a generous helping of cardamom — the 
kuri saramann ($15.95) is a stew of 
braised short ribs. It’s very sugary, but 
the French bread that 
comes with the dish 
cuts right through the 
sweetness, allowing 
the broth’s other spic- 
es to surface. 

Every time I think 
I’ve reached my life- 
time quota of pork 
belly, I stumble on 
another preparation 
that reignites my love for it, and here 
it’s the koh, another stew with a coco- 
nut base that’s also made with tofu, 
dark soy, and palm sugar, plus an egg 
that’s listed as hard-boiled but which 
is definitely poached. Better that than 
the other way around, no question. So 
unless you have a major aversion to a 
runny yolk, I would slice this one open 
and mix it around as you would with ra- 
men. With all those cubes of pork belly

in there, I guess this effectively yields 
a big old bowl of cholesterol in sugar, 
but — well, try it and see for yourself 
how it works. 

The only underwhelming item is the 
fried chicken ($11.95), which needs to 
be crispier, spicier, or both. Instead, 
the ginger sauce is mild, mixing with 
the breading to become a little gluey, 
and since there’s no shortage of worthy 
wings in this world, 
you can find comfort 
in either of the two 
rice noodle dishes. 
Kuy teav cha ($10.95) 
is a tamarind-and- 
fish-sauce preparation 
with lime and a fried 
egg that looks much 
like standard-issue 
takeout but dodges 
that homogenizing force. Plainly put, 
you can taste everything. Even the 
bean shoots feel more like a vital com- 
ponent than filler. 

Named for the Cambodian capital 
—a clue to its nature as street food, 
and a breakfast dish at that — the kuy 
teav Phnom Penh is a rice noodle soup 
with pork and shrimp, topped with gar- 
lic and a ton of cilantro ($11.95). It can 
be hard to pin down: On my first two

visits, Nyum Bai was out of it altogeth- 
er. You'll immediately see why, as it has 
that magical-seeming combination of 
bright citrus and rich pork, a result of 
cooking all day long. 

While you can get a Henhouse Hop- 
py Saison or an OI’ Republic Red Ale, to 
me, food like this cries out for a lager 
or something like a Fort Point KSA. 
Wines are coming soon, but with the 
advent of warmer weather, there’s Thai 
iced tea and a Khmer cold brew with 
palm sugar and half-and-half ($5). In 
other words, there’s almost one drink 
option per chair in there. 

Although it can be frustrating 
when restaurants have one and only 
one dessert, requiring you to re-or- 
der the same thing every time, the 
nom krouch (or sesame balls, $3.50 
each) are hot and sticky and sweet. 
Worst-case scenario, if you get there 
early enough in the day, the churro 
stand just outside might still be open. 
A two-minute walk from BART, Nyum 
Bai is barely 100 yards from the more- 
famous-by-the-day Middle Eastern 
bakery Reem’s. It has a fraction of the 
seats, but in short order, it might ac- 
crue a similar reputation for excellence.

If Pebble Beach Food & Wine has 
a reputation for opulence, then its dark 
underbelly might be a comedy of errors 
between two well-regarded chefs. 

At a demo hosted by Lexus on Satur- 
day morning at The Inn at Spanish Bay, 
Daniel Boulud of New York’s two-Mi- 
chelin-starred Daniel (among many oth- 
ers) and Ludo Lefebvre of L.A.’s Trois 
Mec and Ludo Bird made a shakshouka 
and an omelet — but mostly, they 
made the audience howl with laughter. 
Between their minor mishaps and their 
slightly outrageous pronouncements, 
it was an exercise in silliness between 
two people who deserve their own road 
show. (Later, Lefebvre admitted that 
they’ve done something like this to- 
gether about “20 times.”) 

It was a combination demo and tast- 
ing, with pre-poured Laurent-Perrier 
La Cuvée Brut Reserve and an array 
of smoked salmon pieces dusted with 
various seasonings. So the audience got 
to eat along while the chefs playfully

dinged one another. 

Comparing their forearms — one 
bare, one heavily inked — under the 
overheard camera on a stage kitchen 
that could have been any TV-cooking 
show’s set, Boulud remarked about the 
“difference in generations.” But it turns 
out the duo have not only done this 
before, they’ve known one another for a 
very long time. 

“You don’t know the pressure for 
me to cook next to him,” Lefebvre said, 
only half-seriously. “I applied for a job 
20 years ago.” 

In theory, it takes only three min- 
utes to make an omelet, allowing each 
chef to sip sparkling rosé at leisure, 
but there was much more to it. Using 
a “zapper” — he was unable to furnish 
the term “immersion blender” — Bou- 
lud made a Peekytoe crab “Savarin,” 
essentially a brunch-y egg custard, into 
which a shakshouka, or Moroccan to- 
mato stew, was to go. (It was quite the 
flavor bomb, too, made with harissa, 
coriander, smoked paprika, and a par- 
ticular chile from Turkey that’s ground 
during the day and allowed to rehumid- 
ify overnight.) 

“When the French try to to cook 
not-French, it gets a little sauvage,” he 
said. 

Emphasizing the importance of 
cooking an omelet in any young chef’s 
apprenticeship, Lefebvre insisted that 
the only way to prepare one properly 
is to use four farm eggs in a nine-inch 
non-stick pan, whisking the yolks and 
whites together over gentle heat so that 
it doesn’t sizzle, then folding it on itself 
with a spatula to ensure it cooks evenly.

It’s not about using a lot of butter, he 
said, even though most home cooks 
believe that to be so — and anyway, he 
claims the Italians use more butter than 
the French. Somehow, it came out that 
Boulud had no idea what Velveeta is, 
and he was convinced it was the Amer- 
ican equivalent of Boursin, which it is 
not. That revelation overshadowed an- 
other one: We never found out exactly 
why, two decades before, the elder chef 
declined to hire the younger one.

“Chef is going to re-form my om- 
elet for me,” Lefebvre said with fake 
distress. 

“We are charging 27 bucks for it,” 
Boulud replied.

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space opens up. Three steps go up toa 
second floor with a couple pool tables, 
a pinball machine, and a photo booth. 
Beyond that, Bender’s has what no San 
Francisco dive bar would be complete 
without: a dirty little smoking patio. 
After you pass the bar and before you 
step up to the mezzanine, if you curl 
around to the right, you'll find the grill. 
It’s a tiny open kitchen with a couple 
guys working their butts off to keep the 
drunks fed. The menu has bar favorites 
like wings, burgers, tater tots, and — 
what I’m here for — tacos. 

I know what you're thinking. Why 
would I go to a bar for tacos when there 
are so many great taquerias elsewhere 
in the Mission? It’s because these tacos 
are special. They’re Mom’s tacos. You 
see, growing up on the East Coast in 
an Irish-Italian family, taco night was 
a buffet of Old El Paso shells, ground 
beef flavored with powdered seasoning, 
Kraft “Mexican” Cheddar Jack, mango 
salsa, sour cream, chopped iceberg, 
tomatoes, and black olives. (How the 
olives weaseled their way into that 
festa, time and again, I still don’t un- 
derstand.) 

It wasn’t until moving out West un- 
til I truly felt the magic of an amazing 
street taco, a real taco. Bender’s crispy 
tacos are admittedly tastier and not 
identical to Mom’s infamous rendition, 
but the similarities ignite a nostalgic 
spark that brings me right back home. 

The tortillas are deep-fried to or- 
der, hardening into little bubbly boat 
shapes with wavy edges. At $3.75 
apiece, you can choose ground beef, 
chicken, fish, veggie, and “crema” 
poblana, all with their own specific 
toppings. I go for the chicken and beef, 
mainly because putting fish in a taco 
as a kid would have been like putting 
ketchup on my pancakes. The tender 
ground beef comes with that familiar 
medley of unmelted yellow-and-white 
shredded cheese — but unlike Mom's 
powdered protein, this beef has a 
sweetness and is accompanied by tart, 
crunchy homemade pickles. The crispy 
chicken, also topped with shredded 
cheese, is dripping with whatever mild- 
ly spicy sauce the meat was soaking in. 
Garnished with the ribbons of romaine 
and salsa, this taco is reminiscent of a 
mini tortilla bowl. As delicious as the 
chicken taco is, the beef wins. It’s just 
what Mom would’ve wanted. 

If you're seeking a blast from the 
past, you must go to Bender’s and try 
these tacos. The combination of flavors 
and textures remind me so much of 
taco night back east that I can’t help 
but wonder if this what Mom was at- 
tempting to accomplish all along. Are 
these delectable little bar snacks the 
taco that Mother had envisioned before 
embarking on her Mexican culinary 
voyage? Probably not, but I like to 
think that they are.

Farm-to-Hangar

When SF Weekly checked out Ad- 
miral Maltings, the gigantic production 
facility dedicated to the underappreciated 
beer ingredient, it was July 2017 and the 
machinery in the building had yet to get 
cranking. (It was still hard-hat time.) 
While it wasn’t hard to envision beer 
nerds going long and deep about malt the 
way they already do about hops, it may 
have been a little harder to imagine such 
an artisan-facing enterprise becoming a 
genuine hangout spot. The intersection of 
Tower Avenue and Pan Am Way in Ala- 
meda Point rates pretty low on the walk- 
ability scale, and while a fitness club anda 
Naval Air Museum are nearby — and 
both Faction Brewing and St. George Spir- 
its aren't terribly far — opportunities for 
spontaneous pedestrian traffic are few. 

Mere months later, Admiral Malt- 
ings has already become a nucleus of a 
new beer district of sorts, flanked by 
a couple heavy-hitters: The Rake and 
Almanac Beer Co.’s Barrel House & 
Taproom. 

The former is more than just phys- 
ically attached to Admiral Maltings; 
it’s fully part of it. Having opened in 
February just before Beer Week, it’s 
a spacious spot with cork-stoppered 
test tubes of malt grain on the bar and 
pictures of Admiral Akbar from Return 
of the Jedi bedecked with more military 
decorations than a Latin American 
dictator, all of it cheek-by-jowl with 
1940s-era propaganda about good ol 
American wartime ingenuity. 

While it’s quiet by the standards of 
manufacturing, the menu comes on a 
stamped attendance record that looks 
to be of World War 2 vintage, anda 
“This Department Has Worked __ Days 





Without a Lost Time Accident” sign 
mounted high on one wall seems like a 
joke. At least none of the employees was 
wearing a cast or a cone of shame. 

The snack menu is smallish but ele- 
gant, heavy on cured meats. Among the 
mortadella and chicken-and-foie terrine 
are a cheese board, pickled quail eggs, 
and a (very) hot pretzel with intensely 
beer-flavored cheese. While you can eat 
outdoors, it’s better to sit inside and get 
hypnotized by the act of raking malts 
— visible through windows that let 
onto the production floor — or make 
conversation with a bartender who’s

pouring pints brewed by Admiral Malt- 
ings’ customers. Try a stiff, bracing Sea 
Haggis Scotch Ale by Alameda Island 
Brewing Co. or a Neptune Beach Pale 
Ale from Black Hammer. Buried under 
the maltiness of Triple Rock’s Pale Ale 
is an intriguing level of orange peel, 
like a shipwrecked anchor once you've 
scraped off all the barnacles. The only 
thing missing is the sweet smell of malt 
itself. 

Down on the other side of the for- 
mer naval structure is Almanac Beer 
Co.’s Barrel House & Taproom, which 
consolidates production for Jesse Fried- 


man and Damian Fagan’s farm-to-barrel 
microbrewing operation at last. (While 
their S.F. taproom has been open in the 
Mission for about a year-and-a-half now, 
the actual brewing had been outsourced 
to another site in San Jose.) 

The barrel-aged and sour beer selec- 
tion remains as varied as ever, with lots 
of seasonally appropriate options for 
this side of the vernal equinox. The rose 
sour (a farmhouse ale aged with Merlot 
grapes, rose hips, and rose petals) is 
deceptively potent considering its dry 
qualities. Don’t miss the Peach Galaxy, 
a dry-hopped sour farmhouse ale that’s 
maybe a little less overtly luscious 
than their standby Nectarine Cobbler, 
but these guys know their way around 
stone fruit. 

Whereas The Rake is self-con- 
tained, here you can stand before the 
fermentation tanks or chill out by a 
full-wall mural of Alameda that looks a 
little like SimCity 2000 and a little like 
the opening credits to Silicon Valley. 
Outside, picnic tables and a hedgerow 
of herbs demarcate the site from the 
low-slung residences beyond. ‘This level 
of craft excellence was almost certainly 
not on anyone’s mind when the entire 
site was decommissioned in the 1990s, 
a few years after the Presidio was de- 
militarized. But aye-eye, admiral, all the 
same.

Toronto's Alvvays doesn't let success go to their heads.

Under the right circumstances, 
pop musicians are completely embold- 
ened by their swagger. The right gait, a 
flair for fashion, and unrequited confi- 
dence can elevate idols to an almost mys- 
tical plain — and people like Prince, 
Madonna, and David Bowie never inhab- 
ited the same atmosphere as us plebes. 

But if that kind of presence is not 
innate, it can be a bad look for someone 
trying to fake being cool. (‘The list of 
pop singers guilty of that crime is too 
long for this story.) Fortunately, the 
members of Alvvays — a four-piece 
jangle-pop group that plays the Fox 
Theater on Thursday, April 12 — never 
had any illusions about putting on airs. 
This humble collective is quite content 
to play the soft-spoken types, a modesty 
borne of their unpretentious upbringing 
on small coastal islands off Canada. 

“T think if we came back home and 
acted like rock stars, the people in my 
hometown would crack up laughing,” 
says Molly Rankin, who grew up in Cape 
Breton, in the province of Nova Scotia. 
“We don't really fool anyone there. It’s a 
nice reminder whenever our egos get a 
little big.” 

Rankin grew up across the street 
from Alvvays’ (pronounced Always) key- 
board player Kerri MacLellan. Guitarist 
Alec O’Hanley and bassist Brian Murphy 
are from nearby Prince Edward Island, 
and the four have known each other 
since they were teenagers. 

While the group’s low-key demeanor 
has a distinctly Canadian feel — no one 
would mistake them for a band found in 
the pages of Meet Me in the Bathroom — 
their restraint should not be mistaken 
for a lack of ambition. Their stirring 
second album, Antisocialites, which was 
released last year, combines elements of 
dream-pop, indie-rock, shoegaze, and 
slowcore. 

The group’s self-titled debut was 
crammed with so many memorable 
tunes — among them, the ode to mat- 
rimony, “Archie, Marry Me” — that one 
could be forgiven for fearing a sopho- 
more slump, but Antisocialites ups the 
ante with anthems like “Plimsoll Punks,” 
“Dreams Tonite,” and “Lollipop (Ode to 
Jim).” 

In fact, Alvvays’ first two albums mir- 
ror the first two records of The Strokes 
— the early-aughts New York band 
whose style could not be more different. 
Both groups managed to pen two dozen 
perfect pop songs, content to stay true 
to a winning songwriting formula while 
eschewing needless tinkering. 
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Alvvays 


“Tm just really picky about what I 
want to include on our album,” Rankin 
says. ‘I didn’t want to go into the studio 
until I was really satisfied with the songs 
we had.” 

While The Strokes’ Julian Casablan- 
cas exuded an irreverent detachment 
—a style fermented into his pores 
by countless 4 a.m. closing times at 
Manhattan watering holes — Rankin 
approaches her 
songwriting from a 
hopelessly earnest 
perspective. 

She is plaintive, 
wearing heart firmly 
on sleeve. She speaks 
for the heartbroken, 
the rejected, the 
outcasts — the not- 
cool kids. And it all 
comes from a place 
of purity. When, on 
“Dreams Tonite” 
she sings, “Rode here on the bus / Now 
you're one of us,” it’s because she’s com- 
pletely comfortable passing up the limo 
ride in favor of a lift on public transit. 

There is a sense of solitude and 
mournfulness to Alvvays songs, another 
element that could be attributed to the 
group’s rural upbringing. Rankin says 
she spent most of her adolescence by 
herself, and her songs are filled with

character studies of people feeling un- 
worthy of affection or forever living on 
the margins. 

“Instead of writing songs about 
people running into the arms of one 
another, I just found it more natural to 
tell the story of people running away,” 
she says. “I think after living a crazy life 
on tour, where I had no personal space 
at all — which was completely different 
than my normal 
life — I just had 
that real strong

on an isolated 
island on Lake 
Ontario, outside 
the band’s adopted hometown of To- 
ronto. She said the hermetic experience 
was uplifting and inspiring, allowing 
her to tap into a place of true emotional 
interplay. 

On lyrics alone, Antisocialites might 
sound like a bummer of an album, what 


with all the tales of woe and heartbreak. 


But Rankin and company marry those 
introspective words with some of the 
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damn catchiest melodies in indie rock 
today. Borrowing heavily from the C86 
tape — a famous compendium of jangle 
pop groups NME Magazine released in 
1986 — Antisocialites is layered with 
one hook after another, giving the 
songs an ebullient, celebratory feel, 
despite the heavy lyrical undertones. 
And for an album that is undeniably 
twee and precious, Antisocialites has 
some pretty mean riffs. No one would 
mistake the record for a Black Sabbath 
album, but it is surprisingly loud. 

The group has a huge tour lined up 
this year, including several prominent 
placements in a number of big name 
music festivals, such as Coachella 
— where they'll head after their Fox gig 
— Boston Calling, and Shaky Knees. 
Even with their ever-growing status, 
don’t expect the group’s band members 
to suddenly develop the megalomaniac 
trappings of rock stars. 

“I mean, we have confidence — it’s 
not like we are always doubting our- 
selves,” Rankin says. “But it would be 
hilarious if one of us suddenly adopted 
this larger-than-life persona. I don’t 
think that would last too long in this 
band.”

Archy Marshall's stark baritone is not for everyone, and it’s unlikely he'd ever lose 
sleep over someone not liking his music, as his gloomy, jazz-influenced punk sug- 
gests he loses enough sleep as it is. Born and raised in the streets of London, Mar- 
shall endured a troubled childhood ridden with mental-health problems, 
something he'd candidly revisit on future King Krule releases. Marshall first re- 
leased music in 2010 as Zoo Kid, and described his genre of music as “bluewave,” 
perhaps the best label for Marshall’s genre-defying approach to songwriting. With

Wax Idols’ 2011 debut album No Future gave a 
peek into the angst-ridden punk greatness the 
Oakland rockers were capable of producing. Lead 
singer and principal songwriter Hether Fortune 
is no stranger to hard, guitar-heavy music, as she 
has played in numerous Bay Area garage bands 
(as well as a brief stint as the bassist for Cana- 
dian rockers White Lung). Whereas her output 
in other bands ranges from sludgy garage rock to 
anthemic punk, Fortune approaches Wax Idols 
with a dark-as-a~-moonless-night mindset, as 
heard on their third album, 2015’s American 
Tragic.

I’m a 36-year-old straight woman. I was sexually 
and physically abused as a kid, and raped in my 
early 20s. I have been seeing a great therapist for 
the last five years, and I am processing things and 
feeling better than I ever have. I was in a long-term 
relationship that ended about two years ago. I start- 
ed dating this past year, but I’m not really clicking 
with anyone. I’ve had a lot of first dates, but nothing 
beyond that. My problem is that Id really love to 
get laid. The idea of casual sex and one-night stands 
sounds great—but in reality, moving that quickly 
with someone I don t know or trust freaks me out, 
causes me to shut down, and prevents me from en- 
Joying anything. Even thinking about going home 
with someone causes me to panic. When I was in a 
relationship, the sex was great. But now that I’m sin- 
gle, it seems like this big, scary thing. Is it possible 
to get laid without feeling freaked out? 

Sexual Comfort And Reassurance Eludes 
Dame 


It is possible for you to get laid without feeling 
freaked out. 

The answer—how you go home with someone 
without panicking—is so obvious, SCARED, that 
I’m guessing your therapist has already suggested 
it: Have sex with someone you know and trust. You 
didn’t have any issues having sex with your ex be- 
cause you knew and trusted him. For your own emo- 
tional safety, and to avoid recovery setbacks, you’re 
going to have to find someone willing to get to 
know you—someone willing to make an emotional 
investment in you—before you can have sex again. 

You’ve probably thought to yourself, “But every- 
one else is just jumping into bed with strangers and 
having amazing sexual experiences!” And while it is 
true that many people are capable of doing just that, 
at least as many or more are incapable of having 
impulsive one-night stands because they too have a 
history of trauma, or because they have other psy- 
chological, physical, or logistical issues that make 
one-night stands impossible. (Some folks, of course, 
have no interest in one-night stands.) Your trauma 
left you with this added burden, SCARED, and I 
don’t want to minimize your legitimate frustration 
or your anger. It sucks, and I fucking hate the people 
who victimized you. But it may help you feel a little 
better about having to make an investment in some- 
one before becoming intimate—which really isn’t 
the worst thing in the world—if you can remind 
yourself that you aren’t alone. Demisexuals, other 
victims of trauma, people with body-image issues, 
people whose sexual interests are so stigmatized 
they don’t feel comfortable disclosing them to peo- 
ple they’ ve just met—lots of people face the same 
challenge you do. 

Something else to bear in mind: It’s not unheard 
of for someone reentering the dating scene to have 
some difficulty making new connections at first. 
The trick is to keep going on dates until you finally 
click with someone. In other words, SCARED, give 
yourself a break and take your time. Also, don’t 
hesitate to tell the men you date that you need to get 
to know a person before jumping into bed with him. 
That will scare some guys off, but only those guys 
who weren’t willing to get to know you—and those 
aren’t guys you would have felt safe fucking any- 
way, right? So be open and honest, keep going on 
those first dates, and eventually you’ll find yourself 
on a fifth date with a guy you can think about taking 
home without feeling panicked. Good luck.

You 
shouldn’t want to be with a dishonest, moralizing 
bigot, DES, so the fact that this particular dishonest 
moralizing bigot is incapable of hiding her truly 
repulsive feelings isn’t a reason to consider seeing 
her. Not being able to mask hateful feelings isn’t a 
redeeming quality—it’s the opposite.
